National Guardsmen and National

Quesr Story of Superstition Exiling 
in England Comparatively Only 
a Few Year* Ago. 


Iii these days of education It la 
rather difficult to understand the men­ 
tality of the people of sixty or sev­ 
enty years ago, but from the following 
it will he clear that they had not en­ 
tirely overcome the Idea of evil spirits 
entering Inanimate 
filings, 
remurks 
the london Times. 
A tradition has been current In tho 
village of Millbrook, Bedfordshire, that 
sixty or aeventy years ago two life­ 
sized effigies were removed from the 
altar tomb In the choreh owing to the 
strange noises they were heard 
to 
mnke, and removed to the cellar at 
the rectory, where owing to their con­ 
tinuance of emitting noises they so dis­ 
turbed the residents In the building 
that in self-defense they were Interred 
In 
tho consecrated ground 
of tho 
churchyard. 
Local archeologist* recently decided 
to fest the truth of the story, and after 
three 
days* 
digging recovered 
the 
statues. 
The figures were decapitat­ 
ed and the man had lost his legs, hot 
the head of the woman was recovered 
and the man’s head Is in the posses­ 
sion of a resident of the village. 
The church records show that early 
In the last century there was a hand­ 
some altar tomb with full-length fig­ 
ures of William Huett and Mary, his 
wife, in the church and these figures 
agree with the records. 
The figures are recumbent and tho 
heads rest upon embroidered cushions 
hung with tassels carved In 
stone. 
They represent a man clad in plate 
armor and a woman wearing the head­ 
dress of the Elizabethan period. The 
tomb and effigies are carved out of Tlt- 
t em hoe stone and the trace* of heavy 
gilding anil tho superior workmanship 
show tlint the monument must have 
been a very handsome one, tho approx-

New Bales Established 
for Long Distance Calls 


CHARGES QUOTED ARE BASED ON 


DIFFERENT KINDS OF SERVICE PROVIDED 


This com pany put into effect May 21, new regulation? govern­ 
ing charges for long distance telephone calls. 
These regulations are th e sam e as have been in effect for 
i n t e r s t a t e telephone call? since Ja n u a ry 21. 
They have not been 
put In force before in M innesota because only recently the United 
Staten Suprem e Court fixed the a u th o rity for m aking telephone 
rate? w ithin the state. 
The principal change from the form er m ethod of determ ining 
long distance telephone rates is th a i instead of one class of ser­ 
vice th ere are several, each with a different rate. 
F or example, there is to be one rate for “ station to sta tio n ” 
calls w hen anyone at a certain telephone is w anted, an o th er rate 
for “ person to person” calla when a definite party is desired, a n ­ 
o ther for “ ap p o in tm e n t” calls, for night calls, and so on. 


BASIS OF RATES 


The basis of all charges on long distance telephone calls is 
th e “station to sta tio n ” rate. 
This is determ ined by the air line 
distance betw een towns. 
The rate ie com puted for the initial 
period of conversation on th e basis of 5 cents for each 6 miles up 
to 24 miles and 5 cents for each eight miles beyond that distance. 


“ STATION TO STATION” SERVICE 


The “ station to s ta tio n ” rate applier when the calling p arty 
docs not ask to talk to a p articu lar person at the telephone desig­ 
nated, hut merely to anyone who answ er? the telephone. 
The 
word “ s ta tio n ” us used here m eans “ telephone.” the service being 
a telephone to telephone method. 
“Station to s ta tio n ” calls m ust be m ade eith er by giving the 
telephone num ber w anted or the nam e or address under which 
the telephone is listed. 
If th e calling party states that he wishes 
to talk to a definite person, the “ person to person’’ rate, which is 
higher, is charged. 
C harges for “ statio n to sta tio n ’’ calls c a n ­ 
not be reversed, that Is. they cannot be charged to the telephone 
called. 
The “station to s ta tio n ” service ie th e cheapest and quickest 
form of long distance com m unication. 
It Is furnished at a lower 
rate th an o th er classes of service because it requires less work on 
th e p art of th e long distance operators and “ ties u p '” the wires 
for a sh o rter period th an when a p a rticu la r p arty must be su m ­ 
moned to th** telephone. 


“ PERSON TO PERSON” SERVICE 


W hen a toll call is made, sperifyitig that conversation Is de­ 
sired with a p a rticu la r person and th* connection Is established 
and conversation held with that person, the “ perron to person” 
rate applies. 
As this service require* a g reater am ount of operating effort 
and holds th*- wires for a longer period than "statio n to s ta tio n ” 
calls because a p articu lar p arty must Im- brought to the telephone 
before a conversation Is held, the rate for such calls is about one- 
fourth g reater than th e “statio n to s ta tio n ” rate. 


’ APPOINTMENT” RATE 


W hen th*- calling p atty in placing his call appoints a definite 
specified tim e at which Ii*- xxiii talk * hi a “ person to person" basis 
aud th** conversation is held accordingly, th e “ap p o in tm e n t” late 
a pplies. 
T he “ap p o in tm e n t” rate Is about one-half g rea ter than the 
“ s t a t i o n to s t a t i o n " r a te . 


“ MESSENGER” CALLS 


W hen a call is made on u “ person to person” basis an*! a m es­ 
senger is required to secure a tten d a n ce of th** designated person at 
a public pay station at the distant point, th e “ m essenger call” rate 
applies. 
This rate is th** same as the “ ap p o in tm e n t” rate for the same 
distance, pius any charge for m essenger service. 
M essenger ch arg e! incurred are to he paid even though the 
desired conversation is not held. 


“ REPORT CHARGE” 


The “ report c h arg e” applies when a “ person to person” call. 
an “ ap p o in tm e n t” call or a ‘'m essenger” call is made mid the pai- 
tieular person desired is not in or will not talk, or w hen the right 
telephone address of the p a rticu la r person desired has not been 
given and he cannot ta* reached ut a telephone w ithin fine hour. 
Such a charge also applies if the calling p arty is absent when 
the connect ion is com pleted within one hour, or if he refuses to 
talk. 
The cost of handling a call where we are unable to locate the 
party culled, I? nearly as great as when the person ie found and 
th** conversation held 
Th*- "report * b a rg e ’’ covers a (Hiltbin of 
t Ills expense. 
The rat*- for a report charge is about one-fourth th e "station 
t** stat Ion” rate. 


“ COLLECT CALLS” 


“ r o l l e d calls” are culls for which th e charge? are reversed; 
that Is, ar** to be collected from the subscriber ut the distant s ta ­ 
tion at which th*- call is completed, 
“Collect calls. ’ or reversed charges ar** not allowed in con­ 
nection with “ station to s ta tio n ” calls hut a r t with other classes 
of service. 


STANDARD TOLL NIGHT RATES 


The follow lng rates are charged for night service on a “ s ta ­ 
tion to s ta tio n ” baals. 
Night rates do not apply to o th er classea 
of service: 
8 : 3 0 p. m. to 12 m idnight 
About one-half of the “ station 
to station** day rate 
12:00 m idnight to 4:30 a. rn. 
About o n e-q u arter of the 
“ station to s ta tio n ” day rake. 
The m inim um night rate Is 25 cent*. 
Day rates apply on 
calls m ade at night when the “station to sta tio n ” charge Is less 
th an th e m inim um night rate.
